When she started her tareer 
in government 36 years ago, 
Liz cyNeill remembers be¬ 
ing passed over at important 
meetings. 

“We. as women, were invit¬ 
ed to meetings because they 
thought maybe they should 
include us. and only just to 
include us," said □'’Neill, now 
the executive director of Boys 
and Girls Clubs Eig Brothers 
Big Sisters Society of Edmon¬ 
ton & Area. 

“They turned to us at the 
end of the agenda and would 
say, ‘Oh did you have some¬ 
thing to add?' Of course we al¬ 
ways hitve something to add.** 

Women's rights have come 
a long way since those meet¬ 
ings, O'Neill added. 

“The dichotomy is day and 
night.’' 

O'Neill was the first woman 
to receive Edmonton’s 
Woman's Leadership Award 
Wednesday for her accom¬ 
plishments in the community, 
as part of celebrations to mark 
Internationa] Women's Day. 

She heads an organization 
that serves more than 5,0-00 
children with 3,000 volunteers 
at the helm. 

She acknowledged the “in¬ 
credible women, and some 
men. too.'' that she works 
with, after accepting the 
award. 

“We don't get here alone," 
she said. “We get here because 
we come together. So you com-

ing here to celebrate Inter¬ 
national Women’s Day really 
matters to me." 

During the event. Status of 
Women Minister Stephanie 
McLean and Coun. Bev Essling- 
er highlighted recent legisla¬ 
tion they said improves the 
quality of life for women in 
Edmonton, including a provin¬ 
cial increase in the minimum 
wage and a new' law that al¬ 
lows victims of domestic vio¬ 
lence to break leases. 

McLean said her ministry' 
has also helped the govern¬ 
ment approach other work 
with a “gendered-lens."" 

But there always room for 
improvement, O'Neill added. 

“It's really important to 
make sure our all our poli¬ 
cies are put Into a gendered 
lens, to make sure we don't 
get ourselves caught " she said. 
“It's to make sure we don't 
miss out on an opportunity 
because there was a gender 
bias in place."

Women tjccupied es'ery' seat in 
the House of Commons for 3 
short tim e Wednesday. 

Jennifer Ha from Camrose, 
Alta, was one of the 33B women 
who took part in Djughters of 
the Vote, a three-day leadership 
conference organized by Equal 
Voice to celebrate women's suf¬ 
frage and Canada's 150th an- 
niwrsary around International 
Women's Day. 

The 22-year-old University' 
of Alberta political science stu¬ 
dent said she had never con¬ 
sidered running for office until 
sitting in parliament this week. 

“Even studying political sci¬ 
ence. J never really thought 
that I'd be the one that's ever 
running on the ballot,'' Ha said. 

“But actually attending this 
conference, it’s sort of cheesy 
but made me think, why not 
me? If 1 have these ideas and 
if 1 have these visions and J 
know I’m capable and 1 know 
f'm driven, they why wouldn't 
it be me." 

The women, aged lS-23, 


applied to be chosen as dele¬ 
gates, and one was selected 
to represent each riding in 
Cana^. 

The delegates took in work¬ 
shops and sessions on women 
in politics, heard from Green 
farty leader Elizabeth May and 
former Prime Minister Kim 
Campbell, marched from the 
National Arts Centre to the 
parliament building and met 
with their MPs. 

Lor Ha, the most important 
part was hearing speeches from

the other de]eg;ites cos'ering a 
range of topics including low 
income housing, inaccessibil- 


and suicide rates in northern 
indigenous communities. 

“It's been really amazing. 
We not only come from differ¬ 
ent parts of the country, we all 
come with different perspec¬ 
tives and different passions," 
she said. 

Women currently hold just 
26 per cent of seats in the 
House of Commons, and Equal 
Voice is working to change 
that by getting more women 
elected across Canada.

Researthers in Edmonton have 
fauntl an iniiulin nas^^il spray 
tan eEise iiome negati've effetta 
of HIV on the brain. 

Christopher Power, profes¬ 
sor and neurologist at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta, said about 
25 per cent of people with HIV 
suffer difficulties s^ith niem- 
OIy^ ton centra tion^ decision 
making, and sometimes inn- 
tor problems and behavioural 
issues like mania or irritability, 

“We think that's because 
the vims gets into the brain 
and the antiretroviral dmgs 
don't work that well in the 
brain. They don't cross the 
blood-brain barrier very well," 
Power said. 

Power is the senior author of 
a study published in the Jour¬ 
nal of Heurosciente showing 
that insulin delivered intran- 
asally can protect brain cells 
while also suppressing HIV 
replicatton and preventing in¬ 
flammation. 

funded by a Canadian insti¬ 
tutes of Health Jtesearch (ClHk) 
Team grant, the researchers 
found consistently positive 
results in preclinical models 
over the six-week study. 

"Memory is impro^'ed, motor 
functions are improved, deci¬ 
sion making was improved in 
the models," Power said. 

Because the insulin is de¬ 
livered straight to the brain 
through the nasal cavity, it 
does not caiay any of insulin's 
side effects either, he added. 

The team is now ready to 
move on to a randomized con¬ 
trol trial in humans, who will 
be split into three groups — 
one treated with a placebo and 
the rest being treated with 
insulin Intranasally at two dif¬ 
ferent doses.

or 'dirtjr"?" 

The girls had come to the 
j'M Kashid Mosque after school 
Wednesday to paint, but also 
to practise their English. The 
mosque has started a new after 
school Snack n' Study program 
primarily for SjTuin refcgee stu¬ 
dents to practice their English. 

“1 wanted to create a space 
for these kids where they feel 
welcomed and can speak to 
other kids going through the 
siime circumstance, showing 
them they aren't alone,** said 
facilitator Hana Kadri, an edu¬ 
cation student at the University 
of jAlberta. 

Canada has opened its doors 
to thousands ofS^tiitn refugees , 
but the biggest barrier for nuiny 
is learning the language. 


Many are still learning how 
to communicate with teach¬ 
ers and peers, which is where 
this new program comes in, 
Kadri said. 

She said organizers are aim¬ 
ing to provide 
a learning en¬ 
vironment for 
kids from kin¬ 
dergarten to 
high school that 
is more casual 
and interactive. 

“We had a 
couple kids who wouldn't speak 
when they first came. They 
were very^ hesitant and now 
they feel confident, they know 
we're here to help and it's OK 
to make mistakes," she said. 

Feedback from parents has 


been extremely positive, she 
said, and it has helped kids 
come out of their shells. 

,'M Taviil Vfc^as one child who 
seemed shy when she first 
arrived V\'‘ednesday, but her 
reluctance dis¬ 
appeared as she 
joined a group 
of kids to play. 
“I feel good,” 
she said. 

Then, after 
a slight pause, 
“No, 1 fee] 
great," she added, with a tooth¬ 
less grin. 

The Snack n' Study program 
was started in November and 
organizers are looking to make 
it a permanent fixture at the 
mosque.

Death and injury rates on A- 
berta family farms aren't going 
down despite pressure from 
public health experts, kibour 
organizations and, recently, 
gos^mment, according to the 
director of the University of Al¬ 
berta's Injury Prevention Centre. 

Don Voaklander hits been 
tracking farm injuries and fatal¬ 
ities for tvs^o decades and says 
he hasn't seen much improve¬ 
ment in that time. 

“The fatidity rate for fiinns 
and families has flat lined. It 
has never really changed in 
ZtHadd years," he said. 

While government contro¬ 
versially enacted Bill 6 —which 
requires Workers Compensa¬ 
tion Board coverage for paid 
farai workers — last year, farm 
owners and their family mem¬ 
bers are exempt. 

Farmers are five times more 
likely to be killed on the job 
than in any other industry, with 
about 101 deaths Canada-wide 
each jnear. Voaklander said edu¬ 
cational interventions have 
shown to be ineffective at re¬ 
ducing injury' rales as well. 

So what will it take to pre¬ 
vent these workplace deathK^' 

Voaklander aimed to answer 
that question Thursday, with a 
public lecture on the subject, 
titled Old MacDonald had a frimi 
injury. The answer, he said, may 
lie with industry. 

“I'm talking about societal 
pressure. (Farming) is kind of a 
ruggedly, individualistic profes¬ 
sion and for many years it has 
been treated that way," said 
Voaklander. “But if you look at 
McCain now, a big Pood produ¬ 
cer, they have a code of conduct 
for suppliers that includes oc¬ 
cupational health and safety."

EJ Attar's alleged crime was 
spying for Israel for several 
years. 

Then foreign affairs minis¬ 
ter Peter MacKay said after the 
trial that the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment remains “"concerned 
about a number of aspects of 
this case." 

But the case soon fell off the 
political and media ctgenchi and 
El Attar was left to languish.

For more than a decade, Can¬ 
adian .Vtohamed El Altar has 
been locked inside the notori¬ 
ous Tora Prison on bizarre 
charges of being an Israeli spy 
while few have fought for his 
freedom. 

A delegation of politicians, 
human rights advocates and a 
former senior member of Can¬ 
ada's spy service are trying to 
change that. On 1‘hursday at 
a Parliament Hill press con¬ 
ference, they will call on the 
Libera] government to press 
Egjrpt for his release. 

‘'i hope this will revive the 
case, bring it more attention, 
will put pressure on this Can¬ 
adian government," said Rev. 
Majed El Shafie, founder of 
the hunianitiirian organization 
One Free World Internationali.

Bill on judicial 
training gets

The House of Commons has 
unanimously iTgreed to fast-track 
a bill introduce by interim 'Tbry 
leader Roriii jAmbrose that would 
require would-be Judges to take 
courses in sexual assault lavit 

The Commons has accepted 
a motion from NDP Leader 
Tom Mulcair to bypass the 
usual second-reading debate 
and send the legislation straight 
to committee. The bilk C-377. 
would restrict eJigibiltty for an 
appointment to the bench to 
candidates who haw completed 
comprehensive sex"Uiil assiiult 
education. 

The biU w^as introduced after 
a Judge in Halihix acquitted a 
snspect in a sexual assault case 
and suggested that even an in¬ 
toxicated woman could con¬ 
sent to sex.

A new statue of a resolute ^■oung 
girl now faces Wall Slreers 
famous Chiirging Bull, erect¬ 
ed by a maj or asset managing 
firm for International Women’s 
Day to make a point: Itiera’s a 
dearth of women on the bcoids 
of the largest U.S. corporations. 

State Street Global AdYtsors, 
the Boston-based investment 
giant, had the statue created to 
push companies to increase the 
number of women directors. 

Artist Kristen Visbal's “Fear¬ 
less Cirl" drew cxowds Wednes¬ 
day that initially came to pose 
for pictures with the bull, but 
the novelty quickly became a 
New York hot spot. 

Ihe girl, sculpted in bronze, 
appears to be staring down the 
bronze bull, her hands firmly 
planted on her waist, ponjlailed 
head held high. 

"Know the power of women 
in leadership. SHE makes a 
difference." reiids a plaque at 


her feet. 

“vYs a steward of nearly S2.5 
trillion of assets, we want to 
engage with boards and man¬ 
agement around issues that w'e 
think will drive core results," 


said Lori Heinel, Stale Street's 
deputy'global chief investment 
officer.

“And so w'e got a very deter¬ 
mined young woman who is 
fearless and is willing to drive 
the change that we believe we 
need."

Take the refuge^ that have 
been showing up in greater 
numbers at various points 
aJoiig the border, Trump's 
determination to ban citizens 
from a handful of Mushm- 
majority countries from 
entering die United States 
has piopelled them Into the 
spotlight.

There is a legitimate 
government discussion to 
be had over the impact of 
Trump's agenda on Canada's 
economy and a pitident 
government would keep its 
options open enough to be 
able to adjust to whatever 
challenges arise from the 
policies of the new U.S.

But it is nevertheless tair 
to ask whether the Trump 
White House is providing 
the Trudeau government 
with much-needed political 
cover for problems of its own 
making.

Director Hans Petler Moland 
had hoped to shoot scenes in 
Banff,, the Lake Louise townsite 
and ski hiU, and the Columbia 
Icefields.

Scancrhi Koul didn't set out to 
write One Diiy We'll ALL Be Dead 
iind None of This Will MtiCten 
She begiin ^vorking on her per¬ 
sonal essay rollection two jneais 
ago^ at age 24, intending the 
book — which she refers to as 
“a catalogue of misery^" — to be 
a much lighter read. But when 
Koul's editors at Doubleday Qin- 
ada pushed hei" to dig deeper into 
her “garhage soul,'' the under¬ 
lying tenor of the book shifted. 

"It's a lot about Loneliness and 
trying to make a connection, and 
it's a lot about how jour history 
informs where you're going,'* 
Koul says. “Fm happy where 
it went, but sometimes jou do 
need an editor to tell you that you 
don't have to be ^b aU the tinae. 
Ihat was a hard lesson for me." 

Ihose who follow Koul's viork 


as an editor at BuzzFeed or on 
Ivintter know that she's an aJl- 
taps forte who doesn't suffer 
fools or anonymous online trolls 
gladly 

The sly, cutting saocasm—iind 
the misery^ — still reverberate 
through One Day We'll j\ll Be 


Dead, but they've been tempered, 
leaving breathing room for Koid 
to share more vulnerable obser¬ 
vations of her life and her roles 
its a young Vi'oman, a girlfriend, 
a best pal and a daughter of In- 
diitn immigrants. She wrestles 
with Western beauty standards 


and ethnic stereotypes, and the 
horrifying reality of nipe and 
surveillance culture, familiar 
to any woman who has spent 
a night at a bar watching her 
drink in fear of getting roofied 
“It's much easier to write 
down itn ariKiety or a fear you 


have, but then cut the tension 
vrith a joke. 'Ihere are portions of 
the btxik where I didn't do that. 
Feople were telling me some¬ 
times yfou have to let a moment 
land,'" says Koul, who describes 
the feeling of releasing the twok 
as being aJdn to photocopying 
your diary and handing it over 
to a gang of junior-high girls. 

“As much as my insdncts were 
telling me to say, 'Here's a ter¬ 
rible thing that happened, but 
don't worry, everything's fine,' 
that’s not always the right move. 
Writing generally is an exercise 
in being insecure. Df course, it 
feels uncomfortable and expos- 
ing." 

Koul also didn't anticipate 
that her rekitionship vrith her 
family Vh'ould become the heart of 
One Day We'll All He Deiid. Each 
chapter opens vinth an email ex¬ 
change with her father, whose 
otvn surly charm Vtull be femil- 
iar to anyone who follows Koul 
on 'I'Wi'itter. Although Koul talks 
about the specific ways in which 
she's inherited her parents' anx¬ 
ieties and the generational dis¬ 
connect she feels iis a child of 
immigranls, there's a universal 
quality' to her interactions with 
her family that is reminiscent of 
American humorist and essayist 


David Sedans, whose writing she 
loved from a young age. 

“I hiive to write like thev're 
already dead, otherwise every es¬ 
say v»'iil come out its serj'stilted. 
I'm sure there's stuff thiit will 
make them uncomfbrtabie read¬ 
ing it," Koul says. “1 don't think 
my dad wants to read a chapter 
about my pubic hair, so 1 won't 
recommend it. Kty mom, will 
read it and she'll cry, but she'll 
get over it." 

One group of readers that Koul 
isn't worried about is the legion 
of online trolls that have been 
htirassing her for the piist few 
years. In One Day We'll All Be 
Dead she covers the personal toll 
the threats haw caused, but srys 
she doesn't expect that thej''ll 
actually make an effort to btjy, 
let alone even pick up her book. 

“Ihere's a fee to enter. With 
the internet, you can yell at me 
and it costs you nothing and so 
that's Vi'here they hve," she says. 
“I'm not super-concerned, and 
at this point, 1 don't know vi'hat 
they can say that I hiiven't heiuid 
already. Do jmirbest. What can 
you say at this point to lake this 
away from meV"

Competition within 
para sport heats up

Demands on 
athletes rise as 
well—both in 
time and money 

Mithelle Salt was on life support 
for seven days after she lost con¬ 
trol of her motorcycle nnd hit a 
giund riiil iit 120 km/h. 

On her eighth day in hospi- 
taL the breathing tubes canie 
out That's when she discovered 
she'd lost most of her right leg. 

And on the ninth day, she 
decided she’d compete in the 
Paralympics. 

“[didn't know a lot about the 
Paralympics^ bait I knew they 
existed and here was my op- 
portunit}^'' Salt says. “J set out 
on being a one-legged fitness 
model and a Paralympian.'’ 

'Ihiee yeais later, at the 2014 
Paralympics in Sochi, she was 
the only Canadian woman 
competing in the ne^v snow¬ 
board cross event. She hoped to 
achieve a l*araJympic double as 
a cyclist at the 
2016 Hio Sum¬ 
mer Games, 
but the com¬ 
petition in that 
established 
sport was so 
fierce that she 
couldn't make 
the national 
team. 

“You don’t 
just show up 
and they put 
you on the national team," she 
says, noting that snowboiinding 
has also grown dramatically 
sinoe she started. 

That's one sign of how com¬ 
petitive para sport has become 
— not Just in Canada, but inter¬ 
nationally— one j'ear out from 
the 20IS I’^Tongchang Winter 
Paralympics. 

At the 2014 Sochi Paicil)Tn- 
pics, Canacki finished third in 
the overall medal table with 
16. The goal a year from now 
in South Korea is to improve on 
that, saj's .Anne Merklir^r chief 
executive of Own the Podium. 

The nation's high-perform¬ 
ance sport agency directed 
ilO million of feleral sport fund¬ 
ing, over four years, into win¬ 


ning Wfrnter Rualympics metkils 
starting with Vancouver 2010. 

IncreEised frniincial support 
is part of what fuis pushed para 
sport to new heights, siiys Ibdd 
Nicholson, Teiim Canada’s chef 
de mission for the 2016 l^rki- 
Ijinpics, who can chart much 
of the change through his own 
a±]etic career. 

In 1994, at the Paralj.rmpics 
deboit of sledge hockejr [recent¬ 
ly rebranded para ice hockey), 
Nicholson and his teammates 
were doing everything them¬ 


selves — from designing their 
own equipment to figuring out 
how to get to the venues. 

By 2006 —■ the fourth of his 
five Paralympics — that had 
changed dramaticalJy, with 
more backing from sports or¬ 
ganizations. Athletes could focus 


more on training and compet¬ 
ing, with better equipment. 

“This is not a 'oh, poor me’ 
t^pe of atmosphere. These are all 
elite athletes triuned to compete 
at the highest level possible,'’ 
Nicholson sav's. 

He recalls the late 1990s, 
when someone who wiis afriletic 
and hurt in an accident could 
recorer, train and compete inter¬ 
nationally in a pitra sport within 
a few months. 

“We’ve got athletes now, if I 
look at h(]ckey alcme, who were 


all high-level hockey players 
recently injured, and it's taken 
them Ehree or four years to get 
to the lei,^el where they might 
be able to compete," he says. 

But the rising level of com¬ 
petition has dramatically raised 
the demands on athletes — in 


training lime and money — to 
the point where many have to 
retire. 

Salt, for e.xampJe, pays 
S49,000 to 550,000 just to com¬ 
pete every season. She counts 
herself lucky, though, having 
found sponsors to pay half 
of that. The Kdimonton-born 
32-year-old works aH summer in 
Ca^ga^y^ as a realtor and public 
speaker, to earn the rest. She 
hopes that will change over 
time as Pdralympians draw maa?e 
public attention. 

It took a few ye;us for Salt 
to completely come to grips 
with her new lifestyle. But when 
she first got her prosthetic, she 
wanted it to look as natural as 
possible. 

“1 wanted to blend in with 
everyone else,” she recalls. 
“When 1 started walking and 
leiiliring how hiud it iictually 
was to be an amputee, I thought 
J need to embrnce this. 1 need 
to not be afraid to show 1 have 
come this far. 

“So 1 have alvrays rocked my 
metaL 1 can't change it, so why

Boss Anscombe 
doesn’t want to 
be penalized for 
squad rotation 

Rugby Canada plaii!» to talk to 
the sport’s world governing 
body about a fairer shake when 
it tomes to the world rankings. 

Canada felJ five spots to 
No. 23 in the latest World 
Rugby rankings after going 
1-4-0 at the Americas Rugby 
Championship vrith a largely 
developmental squad. 

Rugby Canada wants to be 
treated the same way as .4rgen- 
tina, wrhose matches at the 
Eijc-team tournament are not 
deemed to be of test-stiitus be¬ 
cause it sends a second-string 
side that plays as Argenlinii 'A.' 

“We wmuld like to be held 
to the same standard,” said 
Rugby Canada chairman Tim 
Powers, who does not want

Canadii to be penalized in the 
rankings when the results do 
not go its ivay after sending a 
young side to gain experience. 

Canadian coach Mark An¬ 
scombe estimated that his ARC 
squad was without 12 or 13 top 
players, whom he elected to 
leave at their European clubs. 

“If Fd brought back all the 
players, their clubs would have 
kicked up a stink,■" he said. 

“And that could very much 
jeopardize their contract for 


renevfc^al next lime they’re 
around the table. Because the 
English, French, Welsh teams 
all wimt their players. They get 
overseiis players to help them 
through tfiat period when their 
own national players are away 
with the national team.” 

jVnscombe's approach, like 
Canadian coaches before him, 
is to summon such elite players 
for the most pressing games, 
like World Cup qualifiers, and 
high-profile tests. 

The Canadian men started 
the ARC ranked ISlh in the 
world, losing gnnind through¬ 
out. A drop in the w^orld rank¬ 
ings can have consequences, 
leading to lesser fixtures and 
perhaps less funding, 

“We're prepared right nowf 
to sacrifice the world rankings 
to build towards June (tests) 
and towards the World Cup. 
And that’s not without risk,” 
Powers conceded. 

“"It’s something weTl con¬ 
tinue to look at.”
